Students Patterson, McNeil and McCul- 
loch, who were suffering from the fumes of 
the gas, are slowly recovering. 

Exciting developments are expected, for 
physicians say that any one who knew how 
to arrange the chemicals and apparatus, 
used to produce chlorine gas, must have 
known how deadly the gas is that was gens 
erated.

RHODE ISLAND PROHIBITIONISTS. 


Platform Adopted at Their Convention 
at Providence. 

Providence, R. 1., February 22.—'Phe staté 
prohibition convention today adopted a 
platform in which the national platform of 
1892 is endorsed, the emancipation of women 
and woman suffrage déclared for, the 
course of the republican and democratic par- 
ties in state politics ridiculed, the opinion 
of the United States supreme court that 
state courts are responsible for the exist- 
ence of the liquor traffic is endorsed, and 
the declaration made that the tariff ques- 
tion should be placed in the hands of reli- 
able business men and tariff legislation be 
given an opportunity to be tried. A non- 


‘partisan returning board and larger sala- 


ries for state legislators were endorsed. A 
plank .congratulating the people on the 
passage of the plurality law was stricken 
out by the convention and an effort to have 
one in favor of an eight-hour day in- 
serted was unsuccessful.

New York, February 22.—What was in- 
tended to be a celebration of Washington's 
birthday tonight, on an elaborate scale, 
had been planned by the New York South- 
ern Society. Owing to strange mischance, 
however, many of the guests of honor ex- 
pected: dif not put in their appearance at 
the annual banquet given at Sherry’s. De- 
Spite these circumstances, the affair was a 
success. 

The speakers invited included such prom- 
inent persons as Secretary Carlisle, Speak- 
er of the House of Representatives Crisp, 
Congressman John Allen, of Mississippi, 
and Isidor Rayner, of Maryland. Célonel 
George B. McCiellan, the popular son of 
the hero of Antietam, was also to have been 
Present to have met the sons’of the men 
whom his father vanquished on that fa- 
mous field, and afterwards extendef the 
right hand of fellowship and brotherhood. 
All these men accepted invitations and Con- 
sressman Rayner had even sent a prepared 
speech. 

Secretary Carlisle, who was to have spoK- 
en on ‘“‘National Credit,” at the last moment 
sent a telegram to the effect that his prés- 
ence was required in Washington and that 
it was impossible for him to attend. 

Next came the news that Speaker Crisp 
was unable to: be present. He wrote that 
when he accepted the invitation he ex- 
pected congress to adjourn over the 
holiday, but as no adjournment was had 
he could not leave Washington. 

At the last moment the officers of the 
club began to hustle for speakers to take 
the places of the absentees. Congressman 
Isidor Strauss consented to take the place 
of Mr. Rayner and Postmaster Dayton, of 
that of Colonel McClellan. The 
other speakers were President Charles De- 
Shon, M. Verderv and James L. Gordon. 
Among the guests were John A: McCall, 
John C. Calhoun, A. Augustus Healy, Eliis 
H. Roberts, Elihu Root, Gustav Schwab and 
Charies 8. Whitney: 

While President Deshon was speaking, 
ex-Mayor Abram 8S. Hewit entered the ban- 
queting hall. He was asked to Hill the place 
of Secretary Carlisle, and responded to the 
toast of ‘Our National Credit.’ 


£aecwWsnt ses Mount, 
After prefacing his remarks with a ti 


ute to Secretary-Cerlisie, he proceeded to. 


lay out tne southern statesman. 

“But the charcter of southern statesman- 
ship has aecreaseu [rom the time beiore tne 
war, and her senators and congressmen 
of today are as pigmies compared with the 
inteilectual giants of that time. Whe etdtes- 
men of today show little signs of having 
Studied the great economic questions af- 
fecting the interests of the country. ‘line 
Silver question Was cat the very foundation 
of public credit. It was due*to «he adopuon 
of a currency not based upon the intrinsic 
value of the coin that brought about tne 
silver crisis. The difference between the 
true and false value of the silver collar is 
called the seigniorage. The south wanted 
to coin this seigniorage. They might as 
well try to coin a vacuum. It is even 
worse than that. l’m trying to vwoin a neg- 
ative quantity on the other side. There is 
one thing the south wants to iearn. It is 
that publie credit cannot be maintained tn- 
til all concerned realize that there is no 
royal road to value and that southern rep- 
resentatives must rise to the height of the 


previous to the war. 

‘There are other statesmen from the 
south who have succumbed to the fallacy 
that positions in the supreme court cf the 
United States are local questions,.o be set- 
tled on demand of focal politicians. It 
might be supposced that the supreime court 
bench represented the whole United States 
and that everybody had a right co Jemand 
that it be filled without regard tq politics 
or locality. It is not a football for ward 
politicians to kick about from one end of 
the United States to the other. Such men 
as Calhoun, Benton, Reeves and ©rawford 
would have resigned their high positivns in 
the senate and gone home in sack cloth 
and ashes rather than abandon a principle 
guch as this to a man without character or 
worth and who had no right to speak for 
the great state of New York.’’ At this point 
there was wuite a sensation among the 
guests. Of this, Mr. Hewitt took not the 
slightest notice, but proceeded to ask: ‘‘Are 
you less brave now ‘than your fatherg were 
thirty years ago when they sacrificed every- 
thing they possessed to their convictions, 
that you will allow your ‘congressmen and 
senators to misrepresent both their country 


and the south.” . 

Proceeding, Mr. Hewitt went on to praise 
the Wilson tariff bill, particularly the pro- 
visions, which place ‘tron and coal on the

sgt it was in dealing with the tariff 
question,” he _ sa:d, “that southern repre- 
sentatives had displayed. a lack of intelli- 
gence away below the standard of the men 
who preceded them. lt was herd to ex- 
plain this,’’ he said. “after the war many 
southern men came north.

‘Erastus Wiman, on the charge of defraud- 
‘ing R. G. Dun out of over a quarter of a 
million dollars. For many years Mr. Wi- 
man has been cdéhspicuous as a capitalist, 
raliroad man and developer. Only a few 
months ago his bepk, “Chances of Suc- 
cess,’ captured the public, and gave him 
widespread noéoriety. 

Wiman may be a rascal in New York, 
but his book should be in the hands of 
every young man. It is full of interesting 
information and good advice, The author 
insists that intelligence, enterprise, integri- 
ty anf thrift are the indispensable factors 
of success. He urges young men not to 
mortgage their future by going in debt. 
and impresses upon them the necessity of 
being faithful, honest and punctual. Yet 
the old man’who deliberately gives this ad- 
vice to the rising generation systematically 
violated every rule that he laid down. It 
tls charged’ that he contracted debts reck- 
lessly, stole money from. his. friend Dun 
and forged his name. He must have known 
that his crimes would be discovered some 
day, but to the very Jast he posed as a 
model business man. He may be severely 
punished, but the release of young Field, 
who embezzled $1,000,000, makes his fate a 
matter of doubt. Such examples of deprav- 
ity cause men to lose confidence in their 
fellows. Rich men distrust their partners 
and subordinates, and do not know where 
to turn when they desire to appoint execu- 
tors or trustees. 

An Innocent Convict. 

Now that Wiman is behind the bars, it is 
interesting to turn to a very different case 
in Mississipy®. A few years ago Mr. Heming- 
way, the treasurer of that state, was can- 
victed of stealing several hindred thousand 
dollars and was sefit to the penitentiary. 
He has nearly served out his sentence, and 
at this late day the discovery has been 
made that he is innocent. When Heming- 
way was tried his friends stood by him 
and felt confident that he was innocent. 
Still he hall charge of the money and the 
keys of the vault, and when his shortage 
came to light. he had to suffer, as h@ was 
unable to give any explanation. Heming- 


at last found out that outside parties had 
Keys to the treasury vault. They knew 
the.combination and walked in and helped 
themselves.

Am 
sorry to deny anything to a newspaper man, 
but must adhere to that determination for 
the present. When the ammunition of the 
moving powers against me is exhausted 
and their hired men are done arraigning 
and trying me in the newspapers, it will be 
time for me to speak.”’

The arrest of Erastus Wiman was re- 
ceived with a shock on Staten island, his 
home.

GENERAL SICKLES WOULO NOT DOWN 


Amos Cummings and Tom Reed Assist in 
the Beer Garden Scene~Great 
Confusion FPrevailed. 


Washington, February 22.—After the ap- 
proval of the journal of yesterday's pro- 
ceedings, Mr. Pence, populist, of Colorado, 
rose to a question of personal privilege. He 
said that on the 19th instant a democratic 
caucus was held and a report had gone out 
that members of the poptlist minority had 
attended that caucus and taken part there- 
in. 

A Member—No one believes it. 

Mr. Pence—And I don’t want any one to 
believe it. 

Mr. Reed—But there are grounds for sus- 
picion. (Laughter.) 

Continuing, Mr. Pence said that the pop- 
ulists were in full sympathy with the res- 
Olutions adopted by the caucus, that it was 
the desire of all their members to stay here 
and attend to business. But as to taking 
part in that caucus, he said, “I don’t know 
that we could if we would, but I know that 
we would not if we could.” 

This was followed by a sensational state- 
ment by Amos Cummings, of New York, 
whod rose, he said, to a question of the 
highest personal privilege. He said that 
at 11 o’clock this morning, while on the floor 
of the house, he had been approached by a 
deputy sergeant at arms, who told him that 
he was under arrest. He refused, he said, 
to recognize the service and warned the of- 
ficial or his bosses to touch him at his 
peril. The record would show. that he had 
been in attendance day after day ever 
since congress met last summer, and he 
denounced the arrest as an outrage. He 
further stated that it was a disgrace, in 
his opinion, to hold ae farce session of the 
house on Washington’s birthday and in 
honor of the memory of that patriot he 
moved that the house adjourn. Mr. Bland 
claimed the floor as against the motion to 
adjourn and Mr. Cummings asked if the 
gepeaker (Mr. Dockery, of Missouri) held 
his motion to adjourn to be out of order, 


Bland Got the Floor First. 


Mr. Dockery explained that Mr. Bland 
had risen before Mr. Cummings, but upon 
hearing the latter’s assertion that he rose 
to a qustion of the highest personal privi- 
lege did not press his advantage. 

Mr. Cummings thereupon withdrew his 
motion to adjourn and Mr. Reed endeavared 
to renew it. 

The chair was inclined to recognize Mr. 
Bland, but Mr. Reed insisted that he was 
entitled to prior recognition for his motion 
to adjourn, it being a privileged motion and 
always in order. 

Mr. Bland got the floor, however, and said 
he wanted to make a statement. 

This was objected to by the republicans, 
who den anded the regular order. Being re- 
minded by the chair that he could do no 
rore than make a motion at this juncture, 
Mr. Bland said he would withdraw his mo- 
tion to go into commiitee of the whole on 
his coinage bill, limiting debate thereon to 
ten mirutes. . 

The Chair—But the gentleman from Mis- 
souri has submitted no motion. 

Mr. Bland—I have a right to withdraw the 
tr otion made by me yesterday. 

_ chair—That motion ‘ell with .djourn- 
met. 

Mr. Bland then moved that°the house. a 
into committee of the whole upon his bill 
and that debate close at 3 o'clock Satuday. 

“That would give the republicans,’ he 
said, “time to debate the bill.” Pending this 
motion, Mr. Cummings renewed his motion 
that, in honor of Washington, the house ad- 
journ. 

On a division of the house the vote was 
announced as 102 to 124, which was grected 
with applause from the democratic side. 

The yeas and nays were ordered, the vote 
resulting, yeas 117, nays 140. ‘ihe democrats 
who voted to adjourn were: Baldwin, Rart- 
lett, Beltzhoover, Black of Illinois, Cadmus,

Hulick Explains His Case. 


Pending that, Mr. Hulick,

gram reached him announcing that his leave 
had been revoked, and that he was under 
arrest. He protested against this act of the 
officer of the house, claiming that he was 
not subject to arrest while absent on leave 
granted by the house. His name had been 
improperly included in the list of members 
to be arrested and he asked that it be eras- 
ed.- Mr. Bland moved that the gentleman 
be excused from arrest; but Mr. Hulick pro- 
tested that he did not want to be excused 
from arrest—he had been guilty of no con- 
tempt of the house. : 

He wanted the warrant of the sergeant- 
at-arms corrected. 

Mr. Heard, democrat, of Missouri, stated 
that the contention of the gentleman from 
Ohio was, in effect, that if the practice of 
the house permitted a warrant to ‘issue for 
a member absent under leave without first 
notifying him of the.revocation of that 
leave and giving him an opportunity to re- 
port, and thus avoid the humiliation of ar- 
rest when not in contempt of the house, 
that practice should be revoked. (‘That's 
right,” on the republican side.) 

“And I think it should be, also,” said Mr.

General Sickles Moves Adjournment.

At this point H. U. Johnson, republican, 
of Indiana, who had just learned that his 
name was included in ‘the list of those un- 
der arrest, rose to a question of personal 
privilege.

‘I have 
missd no roll call and have not been ab- 
sent. I want the sergeant at arms to say 
when and where I was arrested, by whom 
and for what.

No attention. was given to him and the 
chair directed that the members named as 
under arrest present themselves at the 
bar in the order in which their names ap- 
peared in the return.

Under this direction Mr. Adams, republi- 
can, of Pennsylvania, presented himself. 

The Chair—You are charged with being 
absent without leave. What excuse have 
you to «offer? 

Mr. Adams—I was in the state of Penn- 
sylvania exercising the highest privilege 
of citizenship—(cheers on republican side)— 
voting for a member of this honorable 
house, and I am proud to say that we rolleo 
up a majority of over 177,000 in_his favor 
(Renewed cheers.) I received a telegram 
requestifig my return and I came back at 
once, but not before I got in my vote.

PRISONERS — ESCAPE. 


They Shoot Down the Deputy Sherif 
A DESPERATE HAND 0 HAND FIGHT, 


Singletary’s Pistol Is Snatched and 
He Is Shot with It. 


| HE WAS GAME AND GOT AN ADZE 


Spencer, a Murderer Under Sentence of 
Death, Takes the Pistol and Fires. 
A Lynching Is Expected. 


Thomasville, Ga., February 22.—(Special.) 
This afternoon, about» 2 o'clock, cries for 
help were heard in the neighborhood of the 
jail. Those arriving first found that Deputy 
Sheriff Tom Singletary, the jailer, had been 
shot and that six prisoners had escaped. 
Sheriff Doss and his son, Mr. Sam Doss, 
had left the jail only a few minutes before. 

The news spread rapidly and very soon 
Sheriff Dess had a large volunteer force on 
the track of the escaped prisoners. Every 
saddle horse in town. was, brought into re- 
quisition. Some went on horses without 
saddles. 

The prisoners took to a swamp just north 
of the town, going in the direction of the 
river. Probably a hundred men scoured 
the woods, branches and swamps between 
town and the river during the afternoon, 
No traces, however, could be found. 

A petition for a commutation of the sen- 
tence of Spencer, who was to be hanged 
on March ist, was taken to Atlanta today. 
Judge Hansell and Acting Solicitor A. T. 
McIntyre, Jr., who had signed the petition, 
wired Governor Northen not to-take any 
action. Mr. McIntyre asked the governor 
to offer a reward for Spencer, and it is 
hoped by every one that he will promptly 
do this. W. M. Hammond and others wired 
the governorialso. Spencer is a desperate 
negro. It ig not unlikely that he or some 
of his gang will be captured. If Spencer 
is caught he may be killed before he can 
be placed in jail. 

Singletary Telis the Story. 

Mr. Singletary, though suffering greatly 
from his wounds, was able this afternoon 
to make the following statement: 
Kennedy had been sent up this morning 
from the county court for four ‘months for 
a misdemeanor and was in the lower por- 
tion of the jail. I took Kennedy up stairs, 
carrying with me the prisoners’ dinner. I 
unlocked the combination and stooped to 
put the dinner down when Kennedy snatch- 
ed my pistol, which was in my hip pocket. 
He stepped back and ordered me in the 
¢age, saying he would kill me if I did not 
obey. I reasoned with him, telling him that 
he was only in for a short time and that 
he was laying himself liable to get in more 
trouble. Seeing that he was determined and 
holding the pistol straight out at me, J 
grabbed a heavy lock and knocked him 
down. 

A Hand to Hand Fight. 

“He firedat me about the same time, 
the ball entering my shoulder. I ran down- 
stairs and got a foot adze, the only weapon 
at hand. Spencer and the other prisoners 
were then out of their cells. I heard Spen- 
cer say: ‘Give me the pistol; I'll kill him.’ 
A moment after, Spencer, followed by the 
other prisoners, rushed downstairs. Spencer 
had the pistol in his hand. I made for him 
with the adze, when he fired, the ball pass- 
ing just by my head. I struck at him and 
knocked the pistol out of his hand. The 
pistol fell on the floor and the cylinder fell 
out, scattering the cartridges on the floor. 
Three .or four of the prisoners jumped on 
me and knocked me to the floor. In the 


back in the pistol and replaced the cart- 
ridges. He then said, with an. oath, ‘Stand 
aside; I'll kill him,’ and fired right in my 
face. The prisoners then went back up- 
stairs, secured the key to the outer door, 
and made their escape. In the fight one of 
the men struck me in the back of the head 
with the adze.” 
Mrs. Singletary Gives the Alarm. 

Mrs. Singletary hastened to the big gate 
and gave the alarm. The prisoners passed 
out of the gate by her and her little girl. 
Spencer, Mrs, Singletary says, pointed the 
pistol first at the little girl and then at 
her. She asked him not to shoot her. Sin- 
gletary’s wounds are serious, but are not 
necessarily fatal. The ball which went in 
just about the mouth is lodged in the back 
of the neck. Sheriff Doss hired a special 
engine tonight and went down to McRee’s 
convict camp in Lowndes county for his 
track hounds. These will be put on the 
trail immediately upon their arrival. 

Capture Means Lynching. 

The prisoners who escaped are Henry 
Spencer, convicted of murder; Jim Kennedy, 
misdemeanor; John Williams, Alex Glass, 
Joe Green, burglary, and Sam Johnson, 
horse stealing. All are negroes. They no 
doubt reached the river swamps tonight, 
and if so, will be hard to capture. 

Sheriff Doss will spare no labor, time or 
expense in recapturing them. Excitement 
is running high and if they are brought in 
tonight there is no question but that 
Thomasville will be the scene of a whole-' 
sale lynching.

The peculiar 
features of the schools were set forth in a 
very interesting way by their several repre- 
sentatives. Dr. Hubbard gained close at- 
tention as he told of the Meharry Medical 
college, at Nashville, Tenn. it has sent out 
934 doctors, twenty-five pharmacists and 
twenty dentists, all of whom have regular 
work and are doing well. The physicians 
report incomes as high as $9,000 per year. 
The average is from $800 to $1,200. The 
younger schools in the country and small 
vilages made excellent reports. Mount 
Meigs, Calhoun, Georgiana and Marlow, in 
Baldwin county, were especiaily interesting 
because of their location, where the colored 
people are in such large majority and of 
their industrial features.

The Boston Riot. 

The law and order element in Boston 
was doubtless completely dazed the 
other day when 2,000 rioters marched 
to the capitol, shouting, “Kill the police 
und elean out the statehouse!”’ 

Boston has not fer years witnessed a 
more alarming demonstration, although 
she has had her share of lawlessness 
during the first half of the present cen- 
tury. It is not to be supposed that the 
rioters last Monday were representative 
workingmen. Their leader, Swift, de- 
manded the passage of a law establish- 
ing state farms and factories, threaten- 
ing a resort to violence if the legislature 
failed to comply with his request. 

The action of Governor Greenhalge 
when the mob invaded the statehouse 
cannot be too highly commended. He 
proved himself a man of nerve and grit. 
His prompt and stern rebuke silenced 
Swift and put him to flight, while his 
sensible taik to the mob made the ma- 
jority feel ashamed of their leader's con- 
duct. The governor explained to the 
crowd the duties and limitations of a 
state government, and many of the riot- 
ers who had been under the impression 
that the state could do everything for 
them, went home convinced that it was 


| their duty to seek and accept the first 


work to be had, and waste no further 
time in trying to bulldoze the legisla- 
ture into passing socialistic measures. 

The demonstration resulted in the tri- 
umph of law and order, and it is not 
likely to be repeated in Boston or in any 
other American city. The workingmen 
of the United States are conservative 
citizens, They are home owners, or ex- 
pect to be some day, and they have no 
s¥inapathy with the agitaters who are 
trying to stir un strife. These sturdy 
citizens will. if it ever becomes. neces- 
sary. be among the first to aid the au- 
thorities in suppressing anarchy in any 
shane. They know, and Swift's deluded 
followpts ‘oucht to Know, that the reck- 
less defianee of law is the surest way to 
injure the eause of labor. In this coun- 
try the people have it in their power to 
reform every political evil at the ballot 
box. Some evils, howeyer, cannot be 
abolished, and poverty is one of them. 
Legislation cannot enrich the idle and 
thriftless, nor can it place men beyond 
the reach of misfortune. yovernor 
Greenhalge made all this plain in his 
talk to the Boston mob, and it is not 
likely that there will be another out- 
break of anarchy during his term. 


cditor Watterson Speaks. 
Editor Watterson, of The Courier- 
Journal, finds ‘time at last to pay atten- 
tion to some recent remarks of ours, and 
takes occasion at the same time to give 
The Constitution several long para- 
graphs of genial and fatherly advice. 

We are sometimes compelled to differ 
With the views set forth in The Conrier- 
Journal, but always with regret, and the 
regret is keener when the. symptoms of 
stvle and diction inform us that we are 
differing with the views of the veteran 
editor himself, 

In his editorial remarks, which are 
addressed particularly to The Constitu- 
tion, Editor Watterson says: 

In the occasional interlocutories—we shall 
not call them discussions—which we have

We protested against a declaration 
made in the editorial columns of The 
Courier-Journal that The Constitution 
was engaged in opposing every plank 
and pledge in the democratic platform.

Our Destructive Conveniences. 

If Mr. William McDevett, the electrical 
inspector for the ?hiladelphia fire un- 
derwriters, has made no mistake the 
water and gas pipes of every city are 
threatened with destruction by subter- 
ranean electric currents, 

According to this expert a portion of 
the electricity escapes from the tracks 
on which tbe trolley cars run and goes 
into the ground where the rails are 
joined together. The current will run 
along a stratum of made earth until it 
reaches a dryer stratum, when it turns 
cside and jumps into the water and gas 
pipes. The result is similar to corro- 
sion, but more speedy in its action, and 
it is only a question of time when the 
pipes must go. The pipes give way and 
break at the very point where the clec- 
tric current leaves them. The trolley 
men admit that it is practically itmpos- 
sible to so protect the connections be- 
tween their rails as to prevent the elec- 
tricity from striking into the ground, 
In the course of a year or two the water 
and gas pipes affected in this way are 
made worthless, 

If these stafements are correct the 
chances gre that our electric transporta- 
tion lines will indirectly entail a heavy 
expense upon other interests. What the 
gas und water companies will do when 
they find their pipes eaten up by the 
escaped electricity from the street car 
tracks remains to be seen. They will 
hardly foot the bill without a protest.

faces, in the hearty greeting of one another, 
apd in the expressions which were heard on 
gl sides.

Mr. Spalding was unanimously elected, 
and go were Dr. Wilson, Mr. W. H. Ven- 
ab.e and Mr. Healy as incorporators, which 
means directors of the company when for- 
mally organized. 

Mr. Harralson’s Good Work. 

“And now,” said Mr. Howell, “I want to 
say a word for a very warm friend of mine, 
who is very modest and I am afraid would 
mot say it for himself. That is Mr. Phil 
Harralson. Mr, Harralson started from his 
office this afternoon to attend the expos!i- 
tion meeting, and as he had about twenty 
or twenty-five minutes of leisure time be- 
fore the meeting would be held, he said to 
himse‘f that he would put that time fn fo» 
the exposition. He took a stand on the 
corner with a subscription list in his hands 
and tackled the peonp'e who came by for 
subscriptions. In fifteen minutes he had 
raised nearly $2,500 and had besides the 
promises of another $1,000 subscription and 
another $500 subscription. That,"’ said Mr. 
Howell, ‘demonstrates as clearly as any- 
thing could how thoroughly the people 
are with the movement. There will be no 
trouble in getting the money as soon as the 
council completes the act it has already 
begun through its committee.” 

“And another thing,” said Mr. Howeil, 
“Mr. Harralson has been, as you all know, 
& strong advocate of a site other 
than the one which has been determined 
upon, but just before this meeting he came 
to my office and said that while he had fa- 
vored another site and had been sincere in 
his advocacy of it, still, the gentlemen who 
are working so hard to make this a success 
having demonstrated their strong belief 
that the Piedmont exposition grounds was 
the proper place, he would withdraw all 
opposition and would be found pulling as 
nard for the success of the exposition as 
any man in Atlanta.”’ 

Hearty applause greeted these remarks, 
and Mr. Harralson, who was sitting toward 
the back of the room rose. 

“Mr. President,’’ said he, ‘“‘my 
Mr. Howell, is right when he says I am 
bashful. I <m, but I intended saying what 
he has said for me on the subject of this 
site. As you know, I have favored another 
site, but you gentlemen in your wisdom 
have disagreed with me and I find that the 
overwhelming sentiment of the people is in 
favor of the Piedmont exposition grounds. 
You can depend upon it, therefore, that I 
am with you and that I shall do everything 
I can to make this exposition the grand 
success which we want it to be. As to the 
subscription which Mr. Howell referred to, 
I want to say that I took that with the 
idea “of testing the sentiment of the people 
just as you meet them, and the success I] 
met with has proven to me beyond all 
question that the people can be relied upon 
to do their pari. I am certain that there 
can be no failure in that respect.”’ 

Mr. Harralson’s remarks, too, were greeted 
with hearty applause. 

What the Ladies Are Doing. 

Director General Palmer then read a let- 
ter which he had received from Mrs. Bar- 
rett and one which he had written in an- 
swer. He commended the ladies of the com- 
mittee for their business-like action and 
said that he felt sure that there would be 
no lack on their part of enthusiastic, busi- 
ness-like work. 

The letters were as follows: 

“Howard E. W. Paimer, Director General 
of the Cotton States and International Ex- 
position.—Dear Sir: At a meeting of the 
executive committee of the woman’s board 
of managers the following resolution was 
unanimously passed: 

“*That the board of managers of the Cot- 
ton States and International exposition be 
asked to set aside any moneys contribu- 
ted for the exclusive use of the interests 
of the woman’s department. 

*“**We desire your board to hold these sev- 
eral amounts in trust for the use of this 
department. It is our belief that a larger 
interest will be aroused among the women 
throughout the south, in the way of contri- 
butions and the giving of entertainments 
for the purpose of raising funds, if it is 
publicly known that these funds will be 
used exclusively for the use of the woman's 
department.’ Very respectfully, 

“KATE WALLER BARRETT, 
“Secretary Woman’s Board.” 

In response to this Director General 
Palmer sent the following letter: 

‘Mrs. Kate Waller Barrett, Secretary 
Board of Lady Managers Cotton States and 
International Exposition Company, Atlanta, 
Ga.—Dear Madam: I have the honor to ac- 
knowledge the receipt of your letter ad- 
vising me of the resolution unanimously 
adopted by your board requesting the board 
of directcrs of this company to set aside 
all money contributed. directly by the ladies 
to the exposition separate and apart from 
other funds of the company and to use 
the same exclusively for the woman’s de- 
partment. 

“It gives me great pleasure and encour- 
agement to know that the ladies have taken 
this step, which means so much of good 
for the exposition. 

“I will present your letter to our directors 
at their next meeting, when proper action 
will be taken as requested. 

‘In the meantime, allow me to suggest 
that special care be taken to have all mon- 
eys contributed by the ladies endorsed for 
the woman’s department, so that no mis- 


take will occur in keeping the funds sepa- 


rate. 
‘‘Allow me to thank you and through you 


each of the members of your board for the 
cordial support manifested in behalf of the 
exposition. 

“J have the honor to remain, most re- 
spectfully, your obedient servant, 

“H. BE. W. PALMER, 
‘‘Director General.”’ 

As he was talking Mr. Spalding came in 
and was given a hearty welcome in the 
shape of an enthusiastic salute of applause, 
He thanked the gentlemen very earnestly 
for the honor conferred upon him and as- 
sured them that he would do everything 
possible to aid the great work. 

Mr. Chamberlin’s Hesolutions. 

Following the idea suggested in the let- 
ter from Mrs. Barrett Mr. Chamberlin in- 
troduced the following resolution, which 
was unanimously adopted: 

“Whereas, The executive committee of 
the board of ‘ady managers ‘have advised 
this board that it is proposed to raise a 
woman's fund for the exclusive benefit of 
the woman's department of the Cotton 
States and International Exposition Com- 
pany, and have requested us to recefve all 
contributions to said fund and keep them 
geparate from other funds of the company, 
and disburse the same for the objects in- 
tended, and, 

“Whereas, It is believed this movement 
on the part of the ladies will result in 
great benefit to the exposition, and it should 
receive the cordial support of this body. 

“Resolved, That we hereby agree to get 
aside ‘hil money directly contributed by 
the ladies to the ‘woman’s fund’ séparate 
from al. other money of this company, and 
we will use and disburse the same for the 
exclusive use of the woman’s department 
in such manner as, in the opinion of this 
board, will do the greatest amount of good 
for such department. 

“* That all such contributions in order 
to be kept separate from-other money of 
the company should be invariably endorsed 
for the ‘woftian's fund’ of this company. 

“2 That a@ copy of these resolutions be 
transmitted to the executive committee of 
the board of lady managers with the 
thanks of this body for their active support 
in behalf of the exposition.” 

Judge Palmer then read a request from 
Vice President Woodward, of the Consoli- 
dated Street Railroad Company, maxing a 
formal réquest for the use of machinery 
hall for the convention of street railway 
men to be held in October. This was grant- 
ed, based on a proviso that at that time 
the exposition company has control of the 
exposition grounds, and that special insur- 
ance be carried on the building during the 
session of the convention. 


Southern Newspapers with Us. 
At this time the door opened and Mr. W. 
P. Pinckard, proprietor of The Birmingham

Mr. Pinckard made a nice little talk about 
the interest manifested in the exposition, 
and about the certainty of its success in 
that it was started in Atlanta. 


“Over our way,” said he, “we have taken , 


a lively interest in your exposition, and we 
know that it will be a grand thing for the 
south because Atlanta has started it. We 
are very strong in our belief that what- 
ever Atlanta undertakes she will carry 
through to splendid success, and we know 
that you will do that with this exposition. 
And let me say personally that The Age- 
Herald is in hearty and sincere sympathy 
with this movement, and whatever, at any 
rege we can do to aid it we will most gladiy 

o." 

Mr. Pinckard’s speech was greeted with 
hearty applause. 

After he had retired Mr. Howell told of 
the great interest which all the members 
of the Associated Press had manifested in 
the exposition and how they had all prom- 
ised, representing as they do, the leading 
newspapers of the south, their hearty and 
enthusiastic aid. 

“It shows,” said Mr. Howell, “how wide- 
spread is the interest in this movement. 
The fact is I believe the other parts of the 
south are every bit as enthusiastic as we 
are, and perhaps more so, but we are all 
right now, and if the city government does 
as it should do and as we all believe it will 
do, we will be in splendid shape to push 
matters forward.” 

To Confer with Piedmont Stockholders. 

Captain English then made a short tg!k 
as to the necssity of conferring at once 
with the Piedmont exposition stockholders, 
and especially with Dr. Walker and _ the 
large holders of the exposition stock, so 
that the priviso which the council commit- 
tee had put in could be fully carried out, 
and he asked for the appointment of a com- 
mittee for that purpose. This committee is 
to consist of Messrs. Hemphill, Collier, Wy- 
lie, Wilson and Spalding. 

Dr. Walker, who was present was recog: 
nized. 

“I want to say,” said he, “that Captain 
English has just beaten me a little, for I 
was going to ask that such a committee be 
appointed. As the largest stockholder in 
the Piedmont Exposition Company, I want 
to say that I don’t want to be regarded in 
the light of an obstacle in this transac- 
tion, meaning, as it does, so much to the 
exposition and to the city. No,”” he re- 
peated, “I don’t want to be an obstacle 
and don’t intend to be. Speaking for my- 
self and the other large stockholdérs, I 
will say that we will do our part. We 
will meet your committee and I am sure 
we can make some satiafactory arrang“- 
ment all around.” 

_Mr. Grant introduced the following rceso- 
lution: 

‘Resolved, That the ladies be requested to 
aid in securing subscriptions of stock and 
bonds of the Piedmont Exposition Company 
and that all subscriptions obtained by them 
be passed to the credit of the woman’s 
fund.’’ 

To Arrange Details. 

After some discussion it was decided that 
a committee be appointed to arrange the 
details of the transaction with the city 
government. 

As Mr. Frank Rice put it, ‘‘Where there is 
a will there is a way, and there is no doubt 
of our success.” 

* Yes,’’ said Captain English, ‘“‘we are one 
family working t@ether and there can be 
no doubt as to our success.” 

Mr Harman and Mr. Peters, as members 
of the council, urged the appointment of 
a committee. 

It was finally decided to leave that mat- 
ter to the chairman with power to act ance 
he requested Captain English and Mr. Rice 
to act with him. 

Will Meet Today. 

Mayor Goodwin has called a special meet- 
ing of the council for 3 o’clock this after- 
noon to take action on this exposition mat- 
ter. 


THE PEOPLE ENDORSE IT. 


So Far as Known, There Is No Oppeosi- 
tion—Some Expressions of Opinion. 
‘If there is anybody in Atlanta who ob- 

jects to the action of the committee of the 

council I don’t know it. I never saw any- 
thing so unanimous in my life.” 

Thus spoke Hon. Frank Rice yesterday 
afternoon. 

“As a man, who in an humble way has 
been active in city affairs in the past, I 
think I am in a position to say that the 
plan which Chairman Stockdell, of thé 
finance committee, and the othér a'dermen 
and councilmen have endorsed is in every 
way an admirable one. It will prove a 
splendid investment for the city and at the 
same time will give the exposition move- 
ment just the aid and the impetus it needs. 
And there is absolutely nothing in the 
shape of a iegal obstacle to stand in its 
way. With the city helping this way the 
movement will be given a boom which will 
bring not ony the $200,000 minimum sub- 
scription to stock, but will result in $250,000, 
$300,000, or even $400,000, to start on. A 
great many people are holding off to see 
what the city will do. When the council 
accepts the report of its committee the 
people will come up with their individual 
subscriptions, and without any delay. ] 
am sure there will be no hitch on the 
council's part, as al! the members of that 
body are active, enterprising citizens, who 
have the good of Atlanta at heart,” 

The South Side All Right. 


‘You are right,’’ said Major John Fitten, 
who "was one of Mr. Rice’s listeners. “] 
live on the south side, and I want to tell 
you that the south side is all right and 
the people are heartily in favor of the adop- 
tion of the proposition wf the council com- 
mittee. I know there has oeen some talk 
about holding the exposition on the south 
side, and it might be expected that people 
living on that side of the city would op- 
pose a north side site. But that is not 
the case. I have taken pains today to see 
and talk with as many representative citi- 
zens living on our side of the city as 1 
could and { have found they all heartily 
endorse the action of the council] committee 
and all favor the council adopting that 
plan. I tell you the. council fas it in its 
power to make this exposition the grandes: 
thing any of us have dreamed of. The 
responsibi-ity rests with the council, and 
i’m.gsure it wil! do what ss right. I only 
hope the action of that body will be unani- 
mous. That would mean more than you 
could estimate to Atlanta.” 

“About that south side feature,” said 
Colonel E. P. Chamberlin, “I know you are 
right, for I, too, have taken particular 
pains to sound the people on our side of 
the city and find them all heartily for 
anything that will insure the success of 
the exposition. They all seem to be in- 
clined to leave the details to the exposition 
board and to the. council. Whatever they 
agree on will be heartily endorsed. But 
that is the Atlanta way. There is no hold- 
ing back when it comes to pulling for At- 
lanta’s. good, and you'll see that our coun- 
cil reflects the sentiments of the people in 
that respect.” 

Opinions Gathered at Random. 

Mr. E. W. Marsh: “I trust the council 
will adopt the project, and do so at once, 
The exposition should be assured—de‘ays 
are dangerous. I am sure the gentlemen 
who are prominent in the exposition move- 


ment have devised the very best plan pos- 
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sible by which 
ment and at the same time secure itself 
against anything like loss, I have heard 
no Opposition whatever to the plan, and 1 
am sure it has the endorsement of the 
beayy taxpayers as well as of al) the people 
~—those who are most vitally interested in 
it. You may put me down as favoring the 
exposition and as for it all over.” 

. Dr. J. C. O-mstead: “I am sure the plan 
has the hearty endorsement of the people— 
everybody whom I have heard talking on 
the subject—and everybody I have heard 
has been talking about it today—heartily 
endorses the plan, and I am sure the coun- 
cll cannot go amiss in adopting it unani- 
mously. As for myself, I agree with the 
others, that it is the proper thing to do. 
The city should give its aid in every way 
possible to this exposition and I am willing 
to leave the details to the splendid citizens 
who are at the front in this expositior 
mpvement."’ 

Colonel John Pau! Jones: “The city 
should give substantial aiq to the exposition 
and the plan proposed seems to me a re- 
markably good one. I have studied it care- 
fully and I belleve the council should adopi 
it. The exposition will be of untold value 
to the city and to every interest in it, and 
I am sure the people wil: endorse the 
couhcil’s favorable action upon this proposi- 
tion. Everybody I thave met endorses it. 
It seems like the old-time Atlanta spirit to 
see everybody pulling together as they are 
for the exposition. All that is needed to 
ingure success is the favorable action of 
the city government. With that everything 
else is sure to coms our way.” ~ 

Mr. Forrest Adair: “As you know, I get 
around a good deal; and today I have been 
on the move. I have talked with every- 
body [£ met and practically everybody 
agreed that the counci! should adopt this 
plan, which its committee has unanimously 
agreed upon, and should do it without any 
delay. I am glad,” the continued, “that 
Mayo: Goodwin has called a meeting of 
tile council for ‘tomorrow, for ‘we are 
losing valuable time. The success of the 
exposition rests with the city government 
and I am sure the city government will not 
be found wanting. Yes, as I said, every- 
body is for this plan, as-everybody is for 
the exposition. It is a noticeabie fact that 
all talk of other sites has ceased, that all 
sectional feeling—if there was any—has 
been buried and the people of tke wards 
south of the city are jus: as strongly for 
Piedmont park as the only proper, yes, the 
only possible, location, as are the people on 
the north side. The people are unquestion- 
ably for this propositior, just as they are 
unquestionably for the exposition. There 
shoud be no delay on the city’s part, for 
there is where all the responsibility for the 
exposition’s success or failure rests now.”’ 

Dr. E. N. Connally, of West End, one of 
the largest property owners in Atlanta, 
said: “I think the city did exactly right in 
agreeing to the proposition for the pur- 
chase of the exposition grounds in aid of 
the exposition of 1895. I should have been 
véry much disappointed if the council com- 
mittee had done any less, and I am sure the 
general council, acting in the interest of 
the city, will endorse what the committee 
did.”’ 

Mr. F. M. Potts: “I am a south-sider, 
but I hope there wil! be no opposition to 
the endorsement by the council of the fa- 
vorable report of its committee on this ex- 
position business. There should be no de- 
lay and I am glad to see that Mayor Good- 
win has called a special session of the coun- 
cil to act upon the proposition. The coun- 
cil committee did the proper thing in its 
unanimous endorsement of the plan gsub- 
mitted by Captain English and the exposi- 
tion committee, and I know that the people 
of the city endorse it with scarcely a 
dissenting voice. It is a notab‘e fact that 
the heavy taxpayers are those most hearti- 
ly in favor of the plan. As for myself, I 
think it an excellent one all around. I 
Know the city should aid the exposition in 
every way it can and as substantially as it 
can, and this plan seems to furnigh an 
opportunity for a sp-endid trade for the city 
and at the same time give it the means of 
substantially helping on the exposition 
movement—of absolutely insuring its suc- 
cess, in fact. I hope the council will give 
itis unanimous endorsement of the plan. 
That would be the best thing for the city 
that could possibly be Gone and it would 
advertise Atlanta's ‘enterprise as nothing 
else could.”’ 

Mr, G. V. Gress: ‘‘You may put me down 
58 an enthusiast on anything that will help 
the exposition. The city certainly should 
come to the aid of the enterprise in every 
way possible, and I am delighted to see that 
it has found a way to do so. The council 
committee’s action was the best day’s work 
for Atlanta that has been done in a long 
time, and it will only be excelled when the 
council makes its committee’s act binding 
by giving it official approval. I hope there 
will be no delay. Every day counts. Atlan- 
ta has undertaken a big thing in this ex- 
position, and must-realize that it will take 
time and work—a long time and iots of hard 
work—to accomplish what it has set out to 
do. Q@herefore there should be no delay. 
Let us all pull together and make this what 
we all hope it will be—the biggest thing the 
south has ever known.”’

gat Worth ahwes Times the Cost. 

Mr. A, L. Holbrook—I was greatly pleased 
to see that the members of the committee 
from, the general council had agreed to the 
purchase of the Piedmont park from the 
cémpany for $165,000. That property is 
worth three times that amount alone, and 
there is not a capitalist in the city who 
would not have made the same trade if the 
opportunity had been offered. It was a 
good trade for the city and there is no mis- 
take about that. 

Mr. George Scoville—Apart from the fact 
that it secures to the city the coming expo- 
sition under the most favorable conditions 
it is one of the best things the city council 
could have done. . The land is desirable and 
is worth two to three times that amount 
and the trade was one of the best things, 
in my opinion, the city has done in years, 
See what a beautiful tract of land it has 
given the city and at a price, too, that any 


one wanting an investment would seek. 


Mr. P. H. Snook—If any one ever had any 
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doubts about the success of the coming ex- 
position those doubts should now be re- 
moved. 1 think the city has done the 
wisest thing it could have done in making 
the purchase of that property and that it 
will be worth many times more money to 
the city in a few yedFrs than has been paid 
for it. For a long time past the people on 
the north side have been calling for a park 
and the city has been anxious to secure 
one for them but it has appeared an impos- 
sibility to accomplish it. This trade, how- 
ever, gives Atlanta one of the prettiest 
parks in the south with the possible excep- 
tion of Grant park, which was a park by 
nature. 

Captain W. H. Brotherton—That the land 
is worth the money that was paid for it by 
the city is beyond all doubt. I know o:1 no 
such piece of property in the county as that, 
and I think the price at which the city 
bought it a mighty reasonable one. 

Mr. W. R. Dimmock—Though a member 
of the general council I was not a memiber 
of that special committee which decided to 
report favorably upon the proposition to 
buy the Piedmont park by the city. How- 
ever, had I been on that special committee 
I would have joined in that report and 
when the matter comes up before the gen- 
eral council I shall vote to concur in the 
report. I think the city has found a great 
bargain in the land and that there are 
many men with money who would have 


$165,000, to say nothing of that donation of 

75,000 of stock which the company is to 
give and which is to be applied on the pur- 
chase. I don’t know of a better trade At- 
lanta has ever had, not even when she 
agreed to build the new waterworks. 

Mr. 8. Rosenfeld—The city made a good 
trade when the council committee bought 
that spot of ground out there for $166,000. 

Mr. John Tyler Cooper—There may have 
been places where I might have gone quick- 
er to see the exposition than the one bought 
by the council yesterday, but I want to say 
right now that the city could not have 
bought anything more valuable and at a 
smaller and more profitable price than the 
lard the council committee secured 
yesterday. The ground is worth many 
times more than was given for it and it is 
in my opinion one of the best trades the 
city of Atlanta has ever made. 


A South Side Endorsement. 

Mr. Henry Durand—Living ds I do on the 
south side of the city, I would have pre- 
ferred to have seen the exposition come 
out that way. But I am truly an Atlantian 
and anything that is for the good of Atlanta 
suits me. That the city made a great 
trade when the council committee bought 
the Piedmont park for $165,000 no one can 
doubt. The land is some of the most de- 
sirable in the county and is worth the 
money more than once. Had I! the money 
I don’t know of an investment I'd sooner 
seek than that same one.

happy, laughing grissettes on the Champs 
Elysses in Paris. I could have shown you 
the beauties of the forests of Fontainbleau, 
and introduced you to the kindly Bour- 
geois peasantry on a walking tour in 
Normandy. You would furthermore have 
been scared to death by a hurricane in 
mid Atlantic, a howling gale in the strait 
of Juan de Fica and lulled to sleep in a 
sailing craft in a. dead cabin off the bay of 
Funday—now where's your geography?” 

‘But was all this on business?” 

“Why, yes; though the foreign trip was 
partly one of a pleasurabje nature, my Main 
object being to execute a commission in 
Paris. for Mr, Wilkison, the director of the 
Salvini company, who had gone to the 
world’s fair. 

“As an instance,” said he, “fof how little 
an ocean trip of 3,000 miles is regarded by a 
‘Showman’ I can recall something quite 
apropos, I was sleeping soundly in my 
rooms in an old quarter of Paris one morn- 
ing when | was awakened rather suddenly 
by some one pounding on the small of my 
back, and a familiar voice shouting out: 
‘Caesar’s ghost, Brad, do you Know it’s 
10 o'clock? Get up out of this and talk 
business, as I got to see a man in London 
tomorrow at 12 o’clock.’ I rubbed my eyes 
and there was Wiikison, who [I thought was 
in Chicago, from whence he had just come, 
But we toop up the conversation where we 
had dropped it in New York as if he had 
come across Broadway instead of the At- 
lantic. We toddlied down to Bianchini’s, 
our costumer, to whom he had come over to 
give an order for a new production and I 
saw him off on the night express for Lon- 
don. His last words as the train pulled 
out were: ‘So long; will cable you from 
Toledo, O., on Thursday week; may get 
back here before you leave,’ and he was— 
he returned in three weeks.”’ 

“What do you call yourself when you are 
at home?” 

“Well, as I was born and brought up 
in England, I guess you'd call me a ‘John- 
ny Bull,’ but 1 have soared around the 
States long enough now and have got so 
much yankee nerve mixed up with my Brit- 
ish conceit that it keeps me guessing 
where I really do belong.

BUT SAYS IT IS A SERIOUS MATTER 


There Is Much Interest in the Rumors 
Aboutthe A. and F.and M. and N. 
G.—Other Railroad News, 


Commissioner Stahiman, of the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association, re- 
turned yesterday from Washington. 

When questioned about the avowed pur- 
pose of the Louisville and Nashville to with- 
draw from the association on the first of 
next month, he would say nothing more 
than to acknowledge that such was a fact, 
and that unless the meeting of the execu- 
tive committee here on the 2j/th instant 
did something to prevent it, the Louisville 
and Nashville would certainly withdraw. 

But, he expressed a hope that something 
would be done by the committee to prevent 
it. 

“It’s a pretty serious situation,”’ said he, 
“and one that calls for the earnest and uni- 
ted action of all the railroads composing 
the association.” 

This is all the commissioner would say 
about the withdrawal of the Louisville and 
Nashville. 

When asked about the rumor that he 
would resign from the commissionership of 
the association and be a candidate for the 
senate in Tennessee in case the Louisville 
and Nashville does pull out, he only laugh- 
ed and begged to be excused from talking 
about that side of the question. 

The action of the Louisyille and Nashville 
has caused such a sensation in railroad 
circles that it is still the talk among rail- 
road folks here. 

It is said that the reason the road de- 
termined to pull out is because other roads 
have been cutting freight rates and when 
they refused to stop, at the bidding of the 
association, the Louisville and Nashville 
gave notice that it would no longer remain 
in an association whose rules were so dis- 
regarded as have been the rate rules in the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Asso- 
ciation. It is told by leading merchants in 
Atlanta that other roads have been cutting 
rates against the Louisville and Nashville, 
and offering them better figures than they 
could get from this line. This, it is thought, 
has brought up the whole trouble. 

It is the opinion of some that the Louis- 
ville and Nashville is right to take such 
action as it has. verge 


It Caused Much Comment, 

The report published in the railroad col- 
umns of The Constitution yesterday regard- 
ing the rumors of a consolida- 
tion of the Marietta and North 
Georgia railroad and the Atlanta 
and Florida railroad, caused much com- 
ment among the railroad people. 

Not much surprise was manifested at the 
rumors that have gotten afloat for the belief 
has been common for some time among 
those who study these things that the con- 
nection of these two roads is inevitable. 

“Certainly they will from every natural 
cause be joined soon or late,” said a prom- 
finent railroad man to The Constitution, 
‘and I would not be surprised at any time 
to learn of the completion of some scheme 
that will bring the Atlanta and Florida and 
the Marietta and North Georgia together. 

“You see, neither of the lines has been 
paying the men who own them and control 
them, and the chief reason, aside from the 
hard times for the past two or three years, 
is that they have not had sufficient connec- 
tions. Take the Atlanta and Florida, for 
instance. It runs out of Atlanta to the 
south. It originally was designed to be 
the short line from Atlanta, through the 
most fertile region of the state, to the best 
sections of Florida, and if money behind it 
had not given out it would have been one 
of the best roads in all the south when 
finished according to the original plans. 
But, as it is, the road stops off short at 
Fort Valley with no good connections any 
further to the south. It has been contem- 
plated several times to build a connecting 
link from this road to Yeatesboro, on the 
Georgia Southern and Florida, which wowd 
give it a line to Palatka, and fom there 
to St. Augustine, thus making a direct route 
out of Atlanta to the ancient city. But, 
the road got down, financially speaking, and 
has been going down and down ever since, 
and it was impossible to make these con- 
nections. 

“It is much the same way with the Mari- 
etta and North Georgia, which ‘stops off 
short at Marietts. Now the link between 
the roads is only the distance of about 
twenty miles, from here to Marietta. With 
a strong syndicate behind them the two 
lines could be quickly joined and the exten- 
sion to the south as easily made. 

“This would be the salvation of the two 
roads. With the through line they could 
both make money for the people who own 
and run them.” 

Mr. Garrett, general manager of the At- 
lanta and Florida, who is said to be in 
possession of information concerning the 
efforts of certain parties to get a pull on 
the Atlanta and Florida bonds, was not in 
the city yesterday when sought by The 
Constitution. Nothing is definitely known 
about the plans to join the two roads as yet, 
and probably nothing definite will be 
known for some time to come. The sale 
of the Marietta and North Georgia, which 
is slated for the 3d of March, may tell the 
story. It is said that the road will be 
bought in by the bondholders, Coffin & 
Stanton, and it is known that these bond- 
holders have been negotiating with the 
Atlanta and Florida people for the bonds 
of that road. 


Reorganization of the R. and D. 

The Louisville Southern stockholders and 
bondholders are still on the anxious seat re- 
garding the reorganization of the Rich- 
mond Terminal and East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia, under the terms of which 
the Louisville Southern stock and bonds 
have been deposited with Drexel, Morgan 
& Co. The Louisville Southern stockhold- 
ers and bondholders will hold a meeting 
on the first of next month to consider upon 
and decide what course to pursue. At this 
meeting it will be decided whether to let 
the stocks and bonds remain in the hands 
of Drexel, Morgan & Co., or withdraw 
them. Those opposed to Drexel, Morgan & 
Co. still think the reorganization plan will 
fall through, but it is believed by unpreju- 
diced parties that the plan will be success- 
fully carried out. The Louisville Southern 
is operated in conjunction with the Queen 
and Crescent system and is a Brice-Thomas 
property.
